PEACE IN ARMS. 

Theodore A. Dodge, a retired United 
States colonel, who has been making a 
personal study of the great armies in 
Europe, gives the results of his observa- 
tions in an article in the July Forum. 
One of the chief points arrived at is that 
the danger that threatens Europe’s peace 
is Russia’s greed for conquest—its rest- 
less pushing across Asia, and the liking 
of Asiatics for Russia, whose autocratic 
government they understand better than 
that of England. Russia does not exact- 
ly seek war, but she will not rest from 
her sly encroachments eastward, which 
may cause a general conflict some day. 
And besides this, the Russian army he 
considers the best in Europe in a great 
many respects. 

The writer says further that more than 
18,000,000 men stand ready for battle in 
Europe, and the noblest work of the 
world is perverted toignoble uses, Eu- 
rope has never been so perfectly pre- 
pared for war as now, but never were 
soldiers so loath to fight as now. This 
may prove the nentralizing agent. 

Col. Dodge has much praise for both 
the German and French armies, with a 
tendency to give the most complimentary 
words to the former, though such mili- 
tary minds as Moltke are sadly missing 
at present.

THE BEST MODE ỌF BURIAL. 

There is a better way of disposing of 
the dead than to burn them. And that 
is to bury them in direct contact with 
the ground, in dry, loamy soiL Our or- 
dinary burials do not accomplish this, 
although to do this is manifestly their 
intention.

Because we put the body into a heavy 
wooden casket, and this casket into a 
pine box, and thus between the body 
and the ground we place two thickness- 
es of wood which will resist indefinately 
all the efforts of the earth to dispose of 
the body. Some change, of course, 
takes place, but it is putrefaction, not 
decomposition: a most horrible and 
sickening change. And this putrefied 
mass is held inside the coffins; and itis 
the wood impregnated with the gases of 
which the body is composed which 
makes it dangerous to live near a ceme- 
tary. But in the order of nature the 
earth is the proper receptacle for all 
that have lived upon it. Who ever 
found the body of a dead bird?
